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To the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Ne- 
braska: 


In pursuance of law, we herewith transmit our third Biennial 
Report, relative to the general management and expenditures of 
the State Prison from November 30 A.D., 1872, to November 80, 
1874. 

It is а matter of no little labor for new men to acquaint them- 
selves with the business interests of such an institution, and with 
the disposition and temperament of its inmates, во that we may 
become competent to manage its multifarious business affairs with 
economy, and to deal justly with its unfortunate occupants. 

Prison management is progressive in all its phases, and it re- 
quires diligent thought and untiring research for the oldest prison 
authorities to keep pace with the advance in matters pertaining to 
the welfare of an institution of this kind. You may well imagine 
then, how difficult it would be for men of limited experience to get 
things into working order, yet, with the means at our disposal, we 
are vain enough to think that we have made marked progress in 
the management of the institution the people placed in our trust.

so far as completed, will compare favorably with any institution of 
the kind in the west, and is à monument in itself that will either 
commend or eondemn those who have had it in charge, and stands 
them ready for your most critical inspection.

| | HYGIENE. 


The health of the prisoners, you will find, by examining the 
Physician’s Report hereunto appended, to be better than the aver- 
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'age among freemen, only one death having oceured since the open- 
ing of the prison. 

For moral advancement, вее Chaplain’s Report. 

For discipline the Warden will court your most rigid examina- 
tion. The Warden's Report will furnish you with all necessary in- 
formation relative to the expenditures from the conviet fund, 
together with receipts for convict labor, gateage, etc., etc. An 
itemized bill for each and every expenditure will be found on file 
at our office. ‘The statistics the warden presents will be found in- 
teresting. Much labor has been performed at the prison which 
does not appear in his report; this is made up of work done in the 
kitchen, barn, garden, repairs on building, making drains, ete., ete.

CELL-HOUSE DEPARTMENT. 


Every interest of the State demands the speedy completion of the 
building now under process of erection. Not only safety demands 
it, but the moral and physical welfare of the inmates would be 
greatly advanced, and every officer at the prison joins us in urging 
upon your notice the absolute necessity of an appropriation suff- 
cient to complete the building during the year eighteen hundred 
and seventy-five. 


UNITED STATES PRISONERS. 


There are many United States prisoners sent to eastern prisons 
for.confinement each year, who would not be sent away if the gov- 
ernment could find a secure place for them here; and, inasmuch as 
the government pays a liberal price for this safe keeping, it would 
materially reduce our expenses if we could become responsible for 
their safety. 


INSANE CONVICTS. 


We call your attention to the fact that, under the present law 
if a prisoner becomes insane, he cannot be transferred to the Asy- 
lum, which is the proper place for his treatment. The law should 
be so amended, that upon the certificate of the Prison Physician, 
the Inspectors may apply to the Governor for a permit to transfer 
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the prisoner to the Asylum, and upon his recovery, return him to 
confinement. 


COMMUTATION. 


Good results have followed the partial enforcement of the com- 
mutation or good-time aet, which makes a prisoner’s confinement 
depend, to a certain degree, for its duration upon himself. The 
great anxiety which prisaners manifest in obtaining “ good time,” 
and the earnest desire they show to save every possible hour of it, 
shows the estimate they put upon liberty and the privilege of 
again mingling in society. Men seldom lose an appreciation of 
publie opinion, and few convicts are so reckless as to willingly” 
make a bad record. 

We consider the good time act a powerful agent in the discipline 
and reformation of prisoners.

DISCIPLINE. 


It is doubtless known to your honorable body, that there is an 
increasing demand throughout the civilized world for prison 
reform. 

An important prison congress met in London, England, July, 
A.D. 1872; in Baltimore, Md., A.D. 1878; and in Saint Louis, 
Mo., л. р. 1874. Reports of these several conventions have been 
kindly forwarded to us. 

Unfortunately our State has not seen proper to appropriate any 
sum to defray the expenses of any member of the Prison Board, to 
enable them to attend these meetings. 'The Governor appointed 
Warden Woodhurst as a delegate to attend the congress held at 
St. Louis, who, we believe attended at his own expense. 

There is по doubt а wide field for reformation in prison disci- 
pline. Itis a duty we owe the unfortunates under our charge, to 
practice such measures ав will be of а reformatory character. 

There are four systems of prison management, viz: the “Cell: 
ular ? or Philadelphia system, which isolates the prisoner entirely 
from his fellows and eonfines him to his cell, where his labor 18 
performed; the “ Оопотераќе?? system, which prevails in this 
country, and consists of isolating the prisoner during the night 
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only; the “Crofton” or Irish system, which consists of three 
grades, the first of which is characterized by great rigor, and the 
two following by increasing mildness and iuducements to reforma- 
tion; and the English system, which is of a rigorous penal servi- 
tude. 

We believe that the congregate system, to be enforced together 
with a co-operative system of labor, where the prisoner has set 
apart for his own benefit a certain per cent. of the value of his 
labor, to be drawn by himself upon his release, or may be drawn 
by him, during his term of servitude, for the use and benefit of 
his family, if the circumstances will admit of it, would be a very 
strong incentive to good conduct and reformation. This we would 
give in addition to diminution of sentence for good conduct. For 
misconduct, the prisoner should lose the diminution of sentence, 


and such a portion of his cash credit as the Board of Inspectors | 


might direct. 

We believe that experience is absolutely necessary to the good 
discipline of prisons, and that under officers and guards should 
receive such compensation as will secure the services of good and 
experienced men to the State. 

The employment of prisoners so that they will most benefit the 
State and at the same time learn a trade, is а duty the State owes 
the prisoner. Prisoners under short sentence might be employed 
аб some simple trade easily acquired, and at which they can most 
readily find work when discharged. 

We recommend that а small sum be appropriated for experiments 
in manufacturing wire-cloth, brooms, and such other articles as 
cost but little in transportation, and are of simple construction. 


~ 


DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 


This is a class of men who are little sought for, even by those 
humanitarians who, it would seem, would be on the lookout for 
them. Without sympathy, Ше is but а burden, even to those 
whom fortune smiles upon. Then, how much less of brightness is 
there for the prisoner, who, turned out upon the world, finds few 
to encourage, and none to sympathize! How readily would such 
an one turn to vice and to the comrades that onee before allured 
him into the paths of crime! To encourage and furnish hope to 


=> 
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these people, Christian men and women will find ample field for 
labor. But we regret to say, that with more than four years of 
official association with the prisoners of Nebraska, not one Chris- 
tian man or woman—not one citizen of this great State—has ever 
said to us, “ What becomes of the discharged prisoners ?? 

It is hoped that some society will be organized in the near fu- 
ture of this State looking to the welfare of the ex-convicts. It is 
said that Massachusetts takes the lead of all the states in the 
Union in the care of her discharged prisoners. There a society 
has long existed who looks after the discharged prisoners, and the 
State employs an agent, whose duty it is to look after the same, 
provide him with a home till employment can be found, or furnish 
him with means to return to friends. 


. PRISON LABOR. 


On July 12th, 1875, the present contract for prison labor expires, 
and provision for the employment of the prisoners must be made, 
in case no reasonable compensation is offered for their labor under 
the present law. It is the opinion of the Board of Inspectors, 
founded upon the successful operation of older prisons, that prison 
labor should be classified, and leased for a term of years, not less 
than five or more than fifteen. 


PRISON YARD WALL. 


We herewith transmit the architect’s estimate for the comple- 
tion of that portion of the yard wall not named in the present con- 
tract, together with an estimate for laying up the front wall of the 
right wing of the cell house, to a height corresponding to the outer 
wall, thereby enclosing the whole yard as designed in the adoption 
of the plan, thus giving us a secure place to work the convicts. 

It will be seen by a glance at the architect’s remarks that the 
employment of convict labor will greatly reduce the expense of 
such an addition. 

The Legislatüre at its last session passed an act, approved Feb., 


1873, creating a fund equal to ЕЗ tax upon the grand assess- ^. 


ment roll of the State for the fears 1873 and 1874, to be placed to 
the credit of the Penitentiary Fund. 


| 
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Said act further directed the immediate payment out of this fund 
of over fourteen thousand dollars of the ten per cent., due the con- 
tractor on the work already done. 

The appropriation was so vague and indefinite that the State 
Auditor deemed it necessary to reserve a sufficient amount to meet 
the interest upon warrants issued, together with the delinquencies 
that might arise in the collection of the tax. 

The drawing of the ten per cent., and the reserve withheld for 
the purpose above stated, tended greatly to reduce the building 
fund appropriated and available for building purposes. The resi- 
due, however, has been strictly appropriated in accordance with 
the terms of the contract. The last estimate allowed the contrac- 
tor, dated November 11th, 1874, amounting to $3,459.20, remains 
outstanding.

The Warden’s 
report contains a list of books procured for the prison library; also 
an inventory of property, with a recapitulation of receipts and ex-

The front wall of the east cell house should be carried up to the 
same height as the yard walls, to make the enelosure complete, at an 
additional cost of $12,000.00, making a total of $68,031.16.

The items of cost are based on the present contract prices. I

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WARDEN'S REPORT,

YEAR ENDING NOV. 50, 1874. 


WARDEN's Orricr, PENITENTIARY, 
Lincotn, NEBRASKA, Dec. 1, 1874. 


To the Honorable Board of Inspectors of Nebraska State Prison: 
GENTLEMEN: I herewith present to you the fifth annual report 
of the management, business, and condition of the Nebraska Pen- 
itentiary, embracing the fiscal year, ending November 30, 1874. 
While it affords me great pleasure to state that the discipline, 
management, and comfort of the prisoners, is all that can be de- 
sired, under the circumstances, yet I cannot but feel it an impera- 
tive duty to earnestly recommend the completion of the new 
building, or, at least, the cell house, at the earliest possible date. 
lt is impossible to over-estimate the moral injury inflicted on 
the young in years, by having them thrust indiscriminately into 
the same room with older and hardened criminals. If we are 
to hope for a thorough moral amendment, separate cells must 
be provided for each and every individual prisoner within these 
walls. Words should not be needed to show the pernicious conse- 
quences of free mingling together of all sorts of convicts. No 
better contrivance could be invented for giving vice the fullest op- 
portunity of fermenting and propagating its contagion. Old 
transgressors thus not only embrace every opportunity of recount- 
ing past exploits in crime, but ridicule every effort at reforma- 
tion they may detect in their associates. ТЕ should be the chief 
object of prison. discipline to correct the bad habits of those sub- 
ject to it, and return them to society, as far as possible, honest, in- 
dustrious and useful members of it. I am proud to bear testi- 
mony to the fact that there are instances in parts of this and other 
of our.states, of persone who have left this penitentiary and be-

za 
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come good citizens, thus. giving sufficient proof that convicts can 
be improved and reformed. 

There are but few who are sunk so deep in crime as to be desti- 
tute of redeeming qualities, and to effect a reformation, these re- 
deeming qualities must be studied and cultivated, and while 
tyranny must be avoided, implicit obedience is required, not that 
kind which proceeds from slavish fear, but from principle and a 
sense of duty. 

I am fully convinced that by the willing obedience and hearty 
submission of the convicts, the gloomy aspect of even a peniten- 
tiary ean be changed to comparative cheerfulness. 

In a great measure the success of prison management depends 
on Ше character of the officers, which are honesty, persistency, 
watchfulness, firmness, and patience. Their service is but little 
understood and less appreciated by the community. Society owes 
to their unceasing vigilance, protection from fresh depredations 
being committed by escaped outlaws. I have secured to the State 
the services of good, competent officers, although the salaries paid 
them are less than are paid in any other similar institution. To 
insure the services of faithful officers who would serve permanently 
I earnestly recommend an increase of salary. 

I would at this time call attention to the “Prisoners’ Good Time 
act,” of February 24th, 1873, par. 1044, Rev. Statutes, repealed by 
the subsequent adoption of the criminal code, passed March 4th, 
1878, which I recommend may be either restored or substituted by 
an act more liberal and progressive. 

In addition to the completion of thecell house and new building 
mentioned, as necessary to be done, the yard wall should be com- 
pleted. The north, south, and edst, and a portion of the west, 
sides of the prison enclosure, is а frail wooden fence, which, orig- 
inally, cost some $2,200, and requiring since, for frequent . repairs, 


an outlay of some hundreds of dollars. In about two years, or: 


less, this fence must necessarily be renewed on account of its con- 
tinual decay and exposure to storms, ete. 

. During the past year, over 200 volumes have been purchased 
for, and added to the library, which heretofore searcely deserved to 
be so called. It now comprises history, biographies, and moral 
and religious books, to the number of 384 volumes. 

Two excellent book-cases have also been purchased. 


e 
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The value of good and profitable reading cannot be over- 
estimated as regards their power in directing. the thoughts into 
pure and healthful channels. The books are eagerly sought after, 
and the leisure hours spent in their reading not only lessens the 
tedium of confinement, but renders the prisoners more obedient to 
the rules of government, and it has proven itself to be so efficient 
in these directions, that it'should receive the willing support and 
fostering саге of the State by а liberal appropriation for the pur- 
chase of books that would keep up the interest in the reading 
matter. 

Several conventions have, of late years, been held in different 
parts of the states, at which many plans were discussed regarding 
the management of penitentiaries, and the reformation of crimi- 
nals. I attended the Prison Congress at St. Louis, in May last, 
and can say that the interchange of practical ideas by wardens and 
other officers of the several penitentiaries, are of more value than 
all the knowledge to be gained from the oratorical displays of those - 
whose chief objeet is the production of essays for publication. In 
connection with this matter, I would recommend the importance 
of more intercourse by the officers of the different penitentiaries. 

An annual meeting of wardens, at which projects and plans 
might be discussed and suggested, would do a great deal to im- 
prove our system and benefit those committed to their care. 

In August last, I collected nine hundred dollars from Mr. W. H. 
В. Stout, on account of convict labor; the balance due on that 
date, as also amount since accumulated, Mr. Stout promised, from 
time to time, to settle, which he has to this day failed to fulfil. I 
have not taken any action in the matter, knowing that the legisla- 
ture would soon be in session, and that through it an adjustment 
might be effected to the satisfaction of all. 

I would respectfully call attention to the fact, that the contract 
with Mr, W. H. B. Stout, for the convict labor of the penitentiary, 
terminates on 12th July next. 

For the sanitary condition of the prison, I, with pleasure, refer 
you to the report of the prison physician, Dr. J. O. Carter, to 
whose constant care, attention, and skill I impute that remarkable . 
degree of health enjoyed by the prisoners, and I feel gratified for 
the faithfulness displayed by him at all times. 

To Mr. Charles J. Nobes, my deputy, I am under obligations 
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for his untiring zeal in the performance of his duties, and to the 
other officers of the prison for their gentlemanly conduct: and 
attention to duty. 

To his Excellency, Governor Robert W. Furnas, I desire to re- 
turn thanks for the firm support which he has ever with cheerful- 
ness extended me, and also for the many tokens of confidence and 
respect which I have received at his hands. 

For the religious care of the prisoners, I refer you to report of 
Chaplain Rev. G. S. Alexander. 

In elosing this report, I desire to say, that while it has been my 
aim to do my duty honestly, faithfully, and impartially, yet, on 
account of the varied and arduous duties of the position, I confess 
it to be an utter impossibility to give satisfaction to all with whom 
I eome in contaet.

MEDICAL OFFICER'S REPORT. 


To the Honorable, the Board of Prison Inspectors, Nebraska 
State Penitentiary г 


GENTLEMEN : During the year ending November 30th, A. D. 
1874, there occurred one death, caused by phthisis pulmonalis. 
James Whitebreast, a Winnebago Indian, died of the above named 
disease, June 1st, A.D. 1874, age 23 years. On inquiring into the 
history of the case, I find that consumption was hereditary with 
him, nearly all his family having died of that disease. 

During the month of February, 1874, there was prevalent an 
unusual amount of throat disease, partaking of a diphtheriatie 
eharacter, some twelve cases occurring in a very few days, but of 
no serious import, and yielded readily to treatment. I ordered 
aleoholized quinine and a free ventilation of the sleeping apart- 
ments, and since that period the disease has entirely disappeared. 
from the prison. 

Hygiene has been strictly observed, and much credit is due the 
Inspectors and other otüeers of the prison, in using all the availa- 
ble means for the comfort and health of the prisoners. 

І cannot doubt but the very marked improvement that has for 
the last year been taking place in the sanitary condition of the 
prison, is highly satisfactory to yourselves, and very gratifying to 
all who have its management in charge. The almost entire free- 
dom from epidemies is worthy of notice, as is also the marked di- 
minution of the number of those slighter ailments that are more 
or less incident to the different seasons. 

Appended hereunto you will find a tabular list of the diseases 
oeeurring during the year, none of any serious import, only the 
above mentioned.

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 


Lincotn, NEBRASKA, 
Dec. 12th, 1844. 
Inspectors Nebraska State Prison: 

Messrs: In accordance with your instructions, I beg leave to 
submit the following report: 
> My commission as;Chaplain, issued on the tenth day of July 
last, is of such recent date, that any report from me at this time 
must necessarily be brief and imperfect. 

The Officers of the Prison have afforded every possible facility 
for the religious instruction of the inmates, and greatly encour- 
aged me in this work, and as far as my observation has extended, 
have manifested а, most sincere desire for the comfort and moral 
improvement of those committed to their care. 

Divine services have been held, with a single exception, sach 
Sabbath afternoon, and the prisoners have been in very gereral 
attendance, and given good attention. 

One of the greatest obstacles in the moral improvement of the 
convicts has been the congregating of so many in one cell room, 
the example and influence of hardened offenders proving disas‘rous 
upon those inclined to listen to religious counsel and advicg and 
yet, notwithstanding these difficulties, we have good reason for 
believing that, in several cases, a happy and lasting reformation 
has been effected. 

Newspapers of a religious and literary character have been fur- 
nished for gratuitous distribution, chiefly from the Post Office, 


Adams’ News Depot, and the Lincoln Reading Room ; but the | 


supply has been so uncertain-and inadequate that we would sug- 
gest this matter to your consideration, hoping some measure may 
be devised for the establishment of a Prison Reading Room, which, 
in my judgment, would prove valuable for reformatory purposes.

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Several publishers, among whom I would mention Harpers of 
New York, Methodist Recorder, Standard Baptist, Presbyterian 
and Temperance Album of Boston, have also donated weekly 
copies of their papers for prison uses, ete. 

A. good, well-selected library has also been added to the prison, 
and the convicts very generally avail themselves of its privileges. 

As the reformation of offenders should form by far the largest 
per cent. of all earthly infliction and penalty, whatever, therefore, 
ean be done to diminish crime or increase prison facilities for 
moral improvement, is worthy of all attention. We therefore 
submit for your inspection the accompanying chart, prepared by 
one of the convicts for my perusal. Its suggestions seem to us 
to have merit, and are worthy of consideration. 

A regulation, by which each convict shall be required to attain 
the rudiments of an English education, and an evening school of 
one hour each day for this purpose, would, in my judgment, be a 
valuable addition to the reformatory agencies of the prison. 

In conclusion, we suggest that the Good Time Law is опе of the 
best means of discipline and moral improvement ever devised, and 
an extension of this ides in other dircetions is a matter ior 
your attention.
